French, in securing a public nurse. 


Messrs. Theobald and Mueller 


were selected as a committee of 
two to act in this capacity and as 
soon as possible will hire a nurse 
who will devote her entire time to 
looking after the sick of this city. 


Dr, French called attention to 


the fact that more anti toxin had 
been used during the past three 
months in combatting diphtheria, 
than had been used during tha past 
10 years, explaining that an epidem 
lo of htis disease had swept tha 


country during the past few weeks. 


No charge Is made to patients 


for anti toxin, these days, so more 
of it is being used than heretofore, 
because now physicians are not call- 
ed upon to collect bills for this 
preventive. 


The need of a plumbing inspec- 


tor was discussed, but owing to the 
fact that the city council has com- 
plained of a lack of funds with 
which to hire such an inspector, no 
further action was taken. 


City Chemist Curtlsa reported 


that he had conducted 51 milk 
tests and had prepared over 60 
diphtheria cultures during the past 
month.

Pose as Capitalists 


Grading of Grain an 


Important Matter 


I 


NSPECTION and grading of grain 


for sale on the exchanges of this 
country are two of the most in- 


teresting and important features con- 
nected with the trade, but regarding 
which the general public has prac- 
tically~no' knowledge. Even the aver- 
age farmer who raises wheat, corn or 
oats, and who is therefore the person, 
most concerned, has little idea of how 
Ms grain is handled after it is shipped 
from the farm and reaches a terminal 
market. He probably wondera many 
times why the price he receives lor a 
car of corn, for example, is lower than 
that received by a neighboring farmer 
who shipped- and sold at the same 
time. However, it all resolves itself 
into a question of what '.'grade" is put 
upon it by, the official Inspectors ap- 
pointed by the-state in which his mar- 
ket is located.' 


Hare Different Grade. 


Both wheat and corn have four or 


five different grades, ranging from the 
best to the poorest, which, of course, 
.means quite a difference in prices. The 
matter of grading is not as simple as 
it sounds. In fact, In the case of some 
grains, corn especially, it is quite an 
intricate process. 


Each state yx which the big terminal 


markets are located, such as Chicago, 
Omaha, Minneapolis and Kansas City, 
has an official inspection department, 
and every car 
of grain of whatever 


kind must pass the scrutiny of and -be 
graded by the experts in these depart- 
ments before it is offered for sale on 
tte 'exchange as "cash" grain. Now, 
"cash" grain might mean little or noth- 
ing to the outsider, but to the man in 
.the trade it means grain intended for 
immediate delivery- The cash grain 
department of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, for instance, is a very active 
and important one, .furnishing the 
basis of operation for the entire mar- 
ket 


Reputation for Efficiency. 


The Illinois State Grain and Inspec- 


tion Department, which prepares sam- 
ples of grain for sale on the Chicago 
Board of Trade, has the reputation of 


& 
JS % 


being the most efficient of its kind In 
the. country, while none approaches it 
ia the matter of capacity. It has fre- 
quently handled more than 3,000 cars 
of grain in one month, and .its record 
for a single day's work done is 2,520 
cars, of which 1,472 were corn. The 
latter Is more difficult to grade than 
any,, other grain, as it requires the 
moisture test recently established by 
the Federal'Government The offices 
of the Grain Inspection Department in 
Chicago employ 25 deputy inspectors, 
50 -grain samplers, 24 grain helpers, 
•who act as assistants to the, grain 
samplers, and a large clerical farce. 


Early every morning the grain sam- 


plers go to the freight yards'where 
cars of grain have arrived over night 
and take samples of each carl Th? 
sampling is done by means of an in- 
strument known as a "trier," which 
consists of a 2-inch metal pipe 6 fee: 
long, with a pointed end, in which art 
cut, at intervals of five inches alons: 
one side of the pipe, eight holes about 
four inches by 1^. Inches. A smooth 
wooden pole fits snugly into the pipe, 
closing ail the holes. 
In using the 


"trier" it is shoved Into the graii, 
down to the bottom of the car, and the 
pole Is then 
gradually 
withdrawn, 


opening the holes, -and allowing the 
grain to enter the pips from various 
parts of the car. By examining the 
grain extracted at the different open- 
ings in the "trier," the sampler is en- 
abled to determine whether grain is 
not of uniform quality in all parts or 
the car. The state law provides that 
all cash grain sold on the Board of 
Trade shall pass inspection by the Illi- 
nois State 'Grain Inspection Depart- 
ment The charge of inspection is DO 
cents a carload. Grain can not be re- 
inspected after it has been unloaded 
and its identity lost. 


In addition to the tests given other 


grains, corn is put through the moist- 
ure-tester. This method was not uni- 
versally employed until In 
recent 


years, and- its importance was aug- 
mented by the

MONG numerous physical pre-

ing grain Is an official process upon which depends the price paid the fanner who grew it 


ufacture of corn products also prefer 
dry corn for economical reasons. The 
weather at the time the com is har- 
vested is a big factor in determining, 
the amount of moisture it will con- 
tain, but corn absorbs moisture so 
readily 
that care must be used in 


handling It at all UmSs. The moist- 
ure test is not applied to other grains 
except by special reqest, as the per- 
centage of moisture they contain is 
usually a negligible quantity. 


The aparatua used for determining 


the amount of moisture in corn is sim- 
ple enough in its operation yet truly 
wonderful in its achievement. Its prin- 
ciple is to boil the water out of the 
corn and condense it. This is accom- 
plished by placing the corn in a glass 
container, 
shaped like a bottle and 


containing a certain amount of oil In 
the case of corn, wheat or Kaffir corn, 
100 grammes by weight of the grain is 
used to 150 cubic centimeters of oil; 
with oats, 50 grammes by weight to 
150 cubic centimetersa of oil; 50 
grammes of oats are used and the 
reading of the graduate doubled. This 
weight is used in this instance because 
100 grammes of oats tave too much 
bulk to place in the flask for prac- 
tical purposes. 


When a grain has been mixed with 


oil according to the above formula, a 
thermometer, with a rubber stopper at- 
tached, is placed in the neck of the 
flask and the grain and oil heated to a 
temperature of 190 degrees Centigrade, 
after which the flame is turned off and 
the grain allowed to cool about 25 de- 
grees. The moisture in the grain turns 
to steam during this process and the 
only means of escape for the steam Is 
through the tube of the flask. This tube 
is connected by a rubber stopper to an- 
other glass tube which runs through a 
tank of cold water. Thus the steam 
from the grain Is condensed as it 
passes through the cold water and 
drops into a graduate below. 
The 


reading of this graduate when the grain 
has cooled completes the test. 


Moistnre-Testing Apparatus. 


The Illinois Inspection Department 


has 108 of these moisture-testing ap- 
paratus, and is the largest one in op- 
eration anywhere.

there are other things besides moisture 
to be taken into consideration. These 
are damaged kernels, foreign matter, 
corn that i3 hot, heat damaged, fire- 
burnt, sour, musty, immature, blistered 
or infested with live weevil. "White 
corn" must be at least 98 per cent 
•white, and "yellow corn" at least 95 
per cent yellow. The grades of wheat . 
are determined by the variety. Winter 
or Spring, hard or soft, and by sound- 
ness, plumpness, dryness, sweetness, 
weight and also depending upon how 
clean it is. Color likewise is an im- 
portant factor in grading wheat Rules 
for grading oats, rye and barley art 
largely the same as those applied for 
wheat 


The work of taking samples from the 


cars ot grain on track commences at 7 
o'clock ia the morning, and by noon 
the bulk of the samples have been 
graded and delivered to the various 
concerns on the Board of Trade. The 
capacity of Chicago's grain elevators is 
58,000,000 bushels and these grain 
storage houses are a, very important 
factor in facilitating the handling, ac- 
cumulating and conditioning of grain,
